Do you know that if 
all the people of Ohio, of Indiana, of 
Michigan, of the country, of the far 
off islands, of the world, were set 
down in the state of Nebraska thay 
would not average more than thirteen 
souls to the acre, and if placed in 
Tesas there would be only ten to the 
acre?

terest. Tip to the time of the affair 
at Tugcla river the Dutch kept clear- 
ly within the bounds of civilized war- 
fare. 
In strategy, this hardy race 


of people appears to have outgener- 
aled the adversary in many of the 
important engagements. Their tac- 
tics denote military skill and display 
of knowledge of military science to 
a high degree. It was little suspect- 
ed that they possessed the warlike 
traits manifested In their repulse of 
Gntacre and Metheun and Bullcr. 


The Boer feels, perhaps, that he is 


grappling with the insidious 
en- 


croachment.! of Great Britain, while 
the British seem equally determined 
that they must force n recognition of 
their supremacy in the 
Transvaal. 


While, as individuals, the predom- 
inant sentiment of the people of the 
United States is favorable, no doubt, 
to the Dutch, it is not all likely that 
this government will maintain other 
than an attitude of absolute neutral- 
ity. 
The Boers were credited with 


. unusual powers of endurance, with 


great physical strength and a high 
order of personal courage. That he 
is a man of firmness and persit'tence 
is a matter of common information. 
His enemies regard him as a proto- 
type of-the Boeotian, who "subsisted 
on mare's milk and sour cheene," de- 
ficient lu intellect, in taste and in 
character. It was conceded 
that, 


while in brute force the Dutch were 
worthy of any foe, yet their lack of 
numbers was to their disadvantage, 
and they would soon be 
reckoned 


with by a superior force and effect- 
ually subdued.

. About 150 B. 0. the Athenian em- 


/ 
pirc had-reached the'Summit of its 
power. • Greece stood in about the 
same relation to the nations of that'1 


. day that Great Britain sustains to 


the powers of the world at this time. 
The Athenians, as the British, had 
trouble with rebellious subjects, and 
the blow which brought her down 
from her greatest 
exaltation 
was 


dealt by the subjects .themselves. 
The Athenian ascendancy over Boeo- 


other colonies vras maintained 


ilies of Athens, "disdained the enemy 
too much to await a larger and more 
commanding force." 
Tolmides was 


surprised and attacked near Koronela 
by the combined force of exiles and 
their friends and routed, with great 
disaster. No defeat in Grecian his- 
tory was more 
humiliating. 
Tol- 


niides himself was 
slain, together 


with many Athenians 
killed 
and 


many captured. 


Forty years prior to the defeat of 


Tolmides the battle of Marathon was 
ought. Perhaps 
the 
conspicuous 


uccess gained by the Athenians over 
losts ot Persia in this conflict con- 
ributed to the vanity which ended 
n the repulse and destruction of the 
orces sent against 
the Boeotians. 


Of the two opposing armies at Mar- 
athon, in 490 B. C., the Athenians 
under Miltlndes, numbered eleven 
thousand, ten thousand 
of whom 


were Hoplites. 
The number of the 


Persians, under the 
command of 


Datis, is given by Cornelius Nepos 
at 100,000 infantry and 10,000 cav- 
alry. 
At length, when the troops 


md been assigned to their respective 
positions, on the plain, with an inter- 
val of one mile separating the two 
armies, Miltiades ordered a charge. 
The rapid forward movement of the 
Jreeks, accompanied by their war- 
cry, 'demoralized the Persia'aa, who 
regarded the advance of their enemy 
as an act of desperation in a body of 
soldiers outnumbered ten to one and 
destitute of cavalry or archers. After 
a certain resistance the Persians wore 
routed nnd pursued. The forces un- 
der Datis were chased to their ships. 
Thoy re-embarked in safety and re- 
turned to the Asiatic coast, leaving 
behind few prisoners, but a valuable 
collection of tents and 
equipments. 


In this memorable action the Per- 
sians lost 6,400 men nnd the Athen- 
ians, by actual count made at the last 
solemn obsequies, 192. The Greek 
poet Aeschylus was an eye-witness 


complete. The Persians were unable 
to withstand the Impetuous attacks 
of the audacious Greeks. With the 
close of day 200 Persian ships had 
been destroyed, many -were captured 
and the waters of the bay were 
strewn with mementoes of the dis- 
appearing sea power of the Persian 
monarch. Xerxes fled in despair nnd 
lumiliatiou. 
Thermopylae and Sal- 


amis stand today as two of the most 
rtriking examples of obstinate valor 
ever recorded in history to the credit 
of the Greeks. 


VICTORY OF THE SWISS. 


In A. D. 1380. Leopold of Austria, 


in order to fix himself more securely 


the esteem and favor of the Hnps- 


burgs, undertook to seize the. can- 
tens of Switzerland. 
He collected n 


force of 4,000 well-armed 'soldiers 
and began an invasion of the coun- 
try. Against this array of discip- 
lined fighters the Swiss marshaled 
1,300 men—farmers, fishermen and 
herdsmen—armed with the crudest 
weapons, and without previous mili- 
tary experience. 
Wheu the oppos- 


ing forces met In the pass of Sem- 
pach the chances of victory inclined 
lo the standard 
of the Aus'trians. 


As the lines of Leopold advanced to 
engaged the-Swiss they presented a 
solid front of steel. 
When the lines 


were closely drawn, Arnold of Win- 
kelried, with 
a 
heroic dash that 


lias immortalized his name, sprang 
forward and grasped a dor.sn of the 
Austrian spears. 
His companions 


threw themselves 
into the breach 


and with their battle-axes widened 
the gap. The Swiss forced their way 
through the Austrian lines, defeat- 
Ing- them and killing Leopold, with 
700 of his leading knights. The re- 
sult of this battle decided the fate 
of the mountaineers, and to this day 
the Republic of Switzerland has nev- 
er been in peril.

Darius had nominated as his suc- 
cessor. 
Xerxes represented to , his 


counsellors that ' the 
conquest of 


Greece carried with it the subjuga- 
tion of all Europe. 
In tlie autumn 


of the yeai>481 B. C. the vast army 
of Xerxes assembled at Sardis, in 


tin and 
by means of domestic parties favor- 
able to Athens. After the victory of 
Onbphyta the Athenians destroyed 
the governments of the 
Boeotian 


cities. This action vesultcU in the 
exile of many leading men. As the 
same process had taken place in other 
dependencies, the result was a large 
body of exiles, all bitterly hostile to 
Athens. 
These various exiles, join- 


ing their forces, succeeded iu estab- 
lishing themselves in Bocotia.

berlain has claimed that Uu^'laud's 
suzerainty over tbe Transva;^. was tac- 
itly understood. If you wilt spend to- 
morrow reading the diplomatic corre- 
apoudence at the government building,

yo\i may see, as a disinterested person, 
the false Issues thc English govern- 
ment 1ms championed. As a stiite wo 
•have nothing to gain and all to lose. 
'As men of this state there was only 
tone course for us .to pursue. 
! "The Boers trekked into-thcse parts 
early in 1837. They went ou to Natal, 
.where the wars with tlie Stilus were so 
tierce and bloody that some of them 
came back to this territory, which was 
then a bowling wilderness 'of wild 
.beasts. They bad scarcely settled In 
their new homes before Governor air 
•Harry Smith of the colony proclaimed 
the English^ sovereignty over us again. 
'He aeut a command of soldiers to en- 
force the proelamatlou. 
They were 


met by. a handful of Boers at Boom- 
plaats, where uu engagement took 
place. It resulted, very naturally un- 
der tlie conditions, in favor of the Eng- 
lish, and the sovereignty was declared. 


I "Afterward 
Sir Harry Smith sent 


•10,000 men .under General Catbcart to 
proclaim that part west of our present 
boundary -which was occupied' by the 
Basutos. The Basutos were, us they 
are »o.w, a magnificent race of lighting 
men, aud their army at that time was 
enormous. The British were so thor- 
oughly defeated by the natives that 
they retreated back to the colony and 
informed the English government that 
the country north of tbe Orange river 
was lit only for wild beasts and sav- 
ages and that it would cost England an 
enormous sum to rule it. You see, they 
had, stirred up the Basutos, and since 
the natives had defeated such an army 
of i Englishmen thc" Basutos concluded 
that tlieir respect for a handful of 
Boer hunters and'farmers was not well 
founded.

1 "The Basutos began raiding the set- 
tlements and stealing all the cattle. 
i\Ve pleaded with England to protect 
,\is, since they had stirred up the., na- 
tives and claimed us as subjects: "/But 
they refused and said we must return 
to the colony: or shift for ourselves. 
U?he Kev. Dr. Murry, who is still in 
this country," went to England and pro- 
tested against the abandonment of tbe 
Boers after we were being attacked by

'countless thousands of blacks that the 
'English soldiers had stirred up. 
Sir 


Russell Clark said—and his declaration 


- Is a part ot the English records—that 


thc country north of the colony was 
not fit for white men. 1C we were de- 
termined not to return to thc colony, 
{we wore told to make our own govern- 
r 


ent and to protect ourselves. 
"So the Free State was organized. 


England signed thc convention of 185-i, 
'granting absolute and total independ- 
ence to us. The convention provided 
that England would never interfere 
jivlth the natives on tbe north of the 
.Orange river; that we were to receive 
a fair share of the custom duties on 
Imported goods consumed In our state, 
and also that all our ammunition 
iwould always be delivered to us free 
pf duties. From ISIiG to 1804-the Ba- 
teutos mode periodical raids on our 
farms, driving away the cattle and 
killing all the Inhabitants they could.

"The news spread over tUe world.
